20,000 people. It was founded when the pro- 
moters of the Panama Railroad selected it as 
the site of their Atlantic terminal, and grew up 
into a rambling collection of shops and shacks, 
built without regard for order or comfort. In 
1885, during a minor revolution, the city was 
burned and looted under a ruffian named Pres- 
tan. In the rebuilding of the city more atten- 
tion was paid to convenience and order, and 
since the Sanitary Commission took charge it 
has been rendered wholesome and habitable. 


HE “YANKEE QUARTER” is located in a 
section of the island called Cristobal. Here 
the French planted flowers and trees and built 
some very attractive homes, which have been 
kept up by the officers and executives in charge 
of the work. Here is located the villa built by 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, and here, also, are the 
headquarters of the Subsistence Department. 


PANAMA, located near the Pacific entrance 

of the Canal, is the seat of the Panamanian 
Government and the metropolis ~ = ~—— 
of the Isthmus, with a population 
of about 50,000. The original 
city was a rich port, a few miles 
east of the present town. It 
was sacked by the pirate Morgan 
early in 1671, and little remains 
of it but the ruins of the old 
Cathedral Tower. 


"THE PRESENT CITY was 
founded by the Spanish in 
1673. A few years ago its streets 
were foul and narrow; but the 
Sanitary Commission has paved 
and cleaned the city, supplying it 
with sewer and water systems.

Colon and Panama 


PANAMA is a city of cool, spacious homes, 

the better class of which are built of stone 
and tile. The feature of each house is the inner 
courtyard, or patio, from which stairs ascend 
to the tiers of rooms in the upper stories. The 
architecture is of a pleasing Spanish type, and 
the tinted walls and simple furniture produce 
a most agreeable effect. 


"THE CATHEDRAL PLAZA is the centre of 
social and business life. Here is located 
the Cathedral, started in 1673 and completed 


_in_1760—a stately pile, built in Mission style 


and finely preserved. Here also are the bishop’s 
palace, the leading bank and some of the best 
stores. There are many quaint churches in the 
city, the oldest being that of San Felipe Neri, 
built in 1688. 


LIE IN PANAMA offers many diversions. In 
the evening the band plays in the Plaza; 
on Sundays and feast days there are always 
cock fights, bull fights and lottery drawings. 
Short trips to beautiful Taboga Island and 
other nearby resorts are easily arranged, and 
the pleasant plains or savannahs near the city 
are much frequented by riders and drivers. 


NCON, “the Yankee quarter of Panama,” 
is the seat of the Administrative Depart- 
ment. Here also is The Tivoli, a fine modern 


hotel much frequented by tourists, also the — 


hospital enclosure, with many fine buildings, 


N=42 PANAMA, at the Pacific mouth of the 

Canal, is Balboa, with its busy shops and 
docks. This is destined to be a great town, but 
in the hearts of the people it will never sup- 
plant Panama, gay and rich in romance, which 
stands with tiled roofs flashing in the sunlight 
beside the smiling waters of the bay.
